by his Regal! Authorivie, apd cleanſed it from the ruſt of Atheifme, 
FaRion, an4 Ignorance.of the Times ; [His Royall Palace was a con- 
ſtant, Receipt for.pious and learned men, whom he entertained and, 
cheriſhed; ſo that: that which ſhquld-endeare him to lus people,drew, 
nepgle&, bythe Schiſme and irreligion of theſe corrupted Times, who, 
love nothing of :Chriſtianitie but the naked, name :._ He knew,Church- 
maintenance was the beſt Nurſe of Religion ; and therefore no ſuf- 
ferings, or difficulties,could ſo preſſe npon, him, to alienate Gods Pyr« 
tion;;the Patrimonie of the Church ; which to; preſerve from the ſa- 
rriegious intaſion of the firſt movers of theſe Troubles (wl.o thoughc 
th2 beſt way to ſhake off Government, was to deſtroy Religion, and 
the'moſt effeftuall and quick courſe-to deſtroy Religion, was, to take 
away Church-maittenance) he tendred the ſale of {9 much Crowne-
